THOUSANDS DWELL IN PEACEFUL 


HOMES ON VESUVIUS.

The volcano Vesuvius rises on tha 


mainland about 15 miles from the city 
of Naples and about five miles from 
tiie coast, writes W. E. Curtis, in the 
Chicago Record-Herald. It is encir- 
cled by a railway at the base, and up 
to the height of 1900 feet is covered 
with cities, villages, farmhouses and 
vineyards. At least 80,000 people live 
in the midst of continual danger, to 
which they seem entirely indifferent. 
It seems strange that a section ex- 
posed to such constant peril should 
be so densely populated, and thousands 
among those who brave it must have 
witsessed the terrible destruction from 
the disturbances of 1872. There were \ 
eruptions in 1SS5 and 1S99, which de- j 
stroyed the roads but did not other f 
damage, although they vere a loud j 
warning to all who occupy the great j 
amphitheatre within the range of vol- j 
canic catastrophe. Last May the ma- 
chinery of the railway that carries 
people to the crater was partially 
destroyed, but little lava was thrown 
out. 


From every window of the 


houses which glare in the sun can be 
seen the floods of lava which have so 
often poured from the crater of the 
monster and forced their way down 
to the sea. burning and burying every- 
thing in their track. Yet the peasants 
continue working in the 
vineyards 


within a few yards of the significant

Christi (tears of Christ.) 
The lava 


is intensely fertile, which is one rea- 
son for the indifference to the danger. 


tering the movement of the earth, and 
the observer can predict several days 
in advance any unusual disturbance. 
But the cats, dogs and horses which 
live on the sides of the volcano are 
quite as sensitive and never fail to 
perceive the approach of danger as 
soon as the automatic instruments. 


The crater which destroyed Pompeii 


and Hercuianeum is extinct. Its work 
was done and was well done, and it 
has been gradually filled up by the 
overflow 
from other craters which 


have broken out since. 
Every few- 


years there is a break In the side of 


one. which opened in 1S99. and the 
yellow color of the surface of the earth 
around it is due not to sulphur, as 
people as first suppose, but to the heat 
still retained by the earth. The man- 
ager of the railway tells me that the 
rocks and the lava have not yet cooled, 
although two years have passed, and 
it is impossible to approach nearer 
than 50 or GO yards on account of the 
heat. The temperature of the lava 


by the observers in 1899 was 


degrees Fahrenheit. I am not 


able to understand how the record was 
taken, but give the fact as stated to 
me. 


There was another and an even 


greater outbreak in 1S95. from which 
flowed several streams of lava with a 
roar resembling the detonation of ar- 
tillery.

Dr. George J. Engelmann, of Boston, 


has been gathering statistics regarding 
the size of American families, and has 
sent the result to the Journal of the 
'American Medical Association. His 
conclusion is that the number of births 
in American families has been steadily 
declining ever since 1GOO, and is now 
rapidly approaching the statistical level 
of France. 


Dr. Engelmann's observations are 


based upon 1700 cases in private and 
dispensary practice in St. Louis and 
the study of 2038 cases from the genea- 
logical records of Massachusetts. These 
are h;s conclusions: 


Among the laboring classes 21.2 per 


ceut. cf Anieric-aa-born married women 
are childless, and among the so-called 
h!glK?r classes 23.0 per cent.

is great the average number of children

Sixteen

A most successful test has been 


given to a repeating revolver which 
promises to become one of the most 
commonly used weapons of its kind in 
any part of the world, says the New 
Orleacs Times-Democrat. The pistol 
fires sixteen shots -without reloading, 
and is accurate in every particular. It 
has but three working parts, is light 
in weight, cannot possibly get out of 
order, and should any of the cartridges 
fail to fire, all that is necessary is to 
press the trigger again to bring another 
cartridge into position and fire it. 


An explanation of the weapon's op- 


eration is quickly and easily given. 
The handle of the pistol is the maga- 
zine, and contains a chain of sixteen 
cartridges. This chain is moved with 
each pressure of the trigger, the same 
pressure firing one cartridge and push- 
ing the next into position.- The pistol 
is so constructed that a trigger is al- 
ways ready to be pressed, and, there- 
fore, the weapon can be fired as rap- 
idly as the operator can press the trig- 
ger. 
There are four triggers, all of 


one piece of metal, and revolving so 
that while one of the triggers is ready 
for the pressure of the finger another 
is moving the hammer into position 
and a third is ready to fall into place 
within the trigger guard. 


The three working parts of the pis- 


tol are trigger, the hammer and a spi- 
ral cone, and they are so arranged that 
to miss fire with this pistol is almost 
an impossibility. Standard cartridges 
arc used in the pistol. The weapon 
was invented by W. J. TurnbulL

That physical rest may be obtained 


by bringing into play a different set 
of muscles from those previously in 
use is illustrated in the old story of 
the pugmill mule that was found to 
step off briskly in the afternoon if 
allowed to reverse the motion of the 
mill. The child who produces incipient 
giddiness by twisting up a swing, 
brings the unequal congestion of the 
centres of equilibrium to a balance by 
a rapid untwisting motion. Absolute 
rest of mind or body scarcely exists, 
relative rest or modification c~ the 
mode of activity gives a sensation of 
rest at any rate. After a'long day of 
close visual application, when 'the 
hands press the tired eyes (although 
this particular mode of stimulating 
visual sensation may be harmful), 
how delightful to many persons are 
the subjective sensations of color—the 
kaleidoscopic effects that come and go 
with slight variations in pressure.

Hammond cites the 
case of a woman who always jxnve out 
an odor of pineapple when slit- was in 
a temper, and another who sn^lleu of 
violets "when suffering from an hysteri- 
cal attack. Dr. Fere cites a number of 
cases of emotions produced by odors 
reminiscent of certain events, and 
finally states his belief that certain 
odors are inherited or may even extend 
to side branches of the same family. 


A new process for making brick out 


of sand and cement has been put in 
operation in Missouri. No ovens or 
burning processes are necessary, the 
hardening of the brick beginning as 
soon as it is taken from the mould, and 
in fifteen days it is ready for delivei'y- 
During the process of moulding, a sin- 
gle brick undergoes a pressure of 05.- 
000 pounds. In thirty days from the 
time the hardening process begins, the 
brick -will stand a pressure of ten tons; 
in sixty days a pressure of twenty 
tons. One special test on a ninety-day 
brick yielded a pressure of sixty-five 
tons. The ordinary pressure required 
for building purposes Is about eight 
tons. In addition, any desired color 
may be produced by the introduction 
of coloring matter into the sand and 
cement mixture. 
When taken from 


the mould the soft mixture must be 
handled with exareme care. The bricks 
are then placed upon large racks built 
for that purpose, where they are 
sprayed with water from an automatic 
sprinkler every four hours. This is 
done to assist the action of the cement 
m settling properly. The hardening 
process naturally begin at the outer 
surface of the brick antl continues in- 
ward.

The Country's Faint Output. 


About thirty million gallons of mixed 


paint were sold in the United States 
during 1903. The greater portion of 
this was not used in the large cities 
but in the towns and villages where 
the structures are of wood. In no 
country is so much paint made as ia 
the United States of America, and the 
bulk of that paint is composed of lead, 
zinc and linseed oil, and only the dark- 
er shades are made of oxides of iron 
and other pigments. 


Many manufacturers use a small 


quantity of water in their mixtures, 
and when the quantity of water iz not 
over two per cent, it cannot be re- 
garded as an adulterant. The "water 
used is usually slightly alkaline, and 
in the case of lime water it forms a 
calcium soap with linseed oil and 
thickens the paint so that it never 
settles hard in the tin and is easily 
stirred,—Scientific American.

Gross evolved a guide book of love 
Barnes and catalogued them into classes 
and sections with erudite observations 
upon the heads in general and enter- 
taining tales by way of specific in- 
stances. 


Lov* games, says Professor Gross, 


are chiefly four: Caressing gasaes, 
games 
of 
self-exhibition, 
fighting 


games, and games of coquetry. Sweet- 
hearts play caressing games because 
they like to be near each other; they 
play games of self-exhibition because 
they wish each other to behold their 
merits; they play fighting games be- 
cause they find it necessary sometimes 
to fight to win each other, or because 
fighting is one method of displaying 
their adorable qualities; they play co- 
quetry games because they are made 
coquettish and for no other reason in 
the world. 


Despite the fact that they have been 


pursuing their games rince time pre- 
historic, and although they are sup- 
posed by those outside the enchanted 
pale to be laughable alike in their coo- 
ing they have not decided upon a uni- 
versal pattern for their games. Not 
even the kiss is excepted when Pro- 
fessor Gross propounds this interest- 
Ing rt-veiation, honored with supreme 
glory by dreamy bards as well as by 
imoxic-ated suitors. All children play 
catch and hide and seek, no matter 
•whether they be the dainty scions of 
lordly Fifth avenue houses or sooty lit- 
tie beggars from South African hovels, 
or heathen Chinese, but when they are 
grown and begin to learn the games of 
love they each make up games of their 
own fancy. 


Perhaps the little play toying with 


insignificant objects is the nearest ex- 
pression of universality in love games 
of caressing. Even those benighted 
peoples who have not discovered the 
ecstasy of kisses enjoy this petty trif- 
ling of which the lovers in the Mill 
on the Floss are a type. Kitty was do- 
ing her fancy work and asked Stephen 
for the scissors,-which, were passed and 
repasscri between them without the 
. least reason for doing so. except the 
proximity to which it led and the hand- 
ling cf one object together. It is the 
trick of the boarding school hoyden— 
and who shall say how many others of 
the fair—to let her shoestrings untie 
so that the spruce stripling who has 
captivated her heart may have the op- 
portunity of tying them again. The 
dignified Oriental wooer who disclair.s 
the intimacy of a kiss does not scorn 
the delights of examining the orna- 
ments worn by his beloved not only 
v.-ita his eyes but his fingers. 


Tee more naive the period or social 


class, thinks Professor Gross, the more 
common is this sort of play. At the 
spinning fetes of olden-time Europe 
coupl-2 after couple sang a spinning 
song while their hands crept in and 
about the spinning apparatus. 


Plays of self-exhibition arise out of 


the lover's dasire to present himself 
in the most advantageous light possi- 
ble before his loved one. With this 
in view he plays a part. He acts as 
though he were braver, stronger, more 
skillful, handsomer, of more delicate 
leeling and keener intelligence than 
he is actually and habitually. A com- 
ic paper once observed that a lover 
always tries to be as lovable as possible 
and hence always makes himself ri- 
diculous. 


- 
The lover not only has the aim in 


view of pleasirg his sweetheart but he 
also enjoys his little exhibitions for 
their own sake. He appears to be look- 
ing on at himself, listening to his own 
fairy tales, and enjoying his own par- 
ading. "When *this is done to excess 
his game is commonly known as flirt- 
ing. 


One of the features of self-exhibi- 


tion are the contests of many swains 
before their ladies. The old-time tour- 
naments, whose victors were given the 
privilege of crowning their 
chosen 


one as the queen of love and beauty, 
are one of the many examples. And 
man in a contest feels double stimula- 
tion to do his utmost when ladies are 
present. They have long learned that 
prowess and a martial bearing are ad- 
mired by the fair ones. Tiiis admira- 
tion is in part a relic of the earlier 
form of lover-like exhibitions. The 
Indians use their war paint and feath- 
ers primarily to delight the squaws. 


In some trifees men do not dare to 


marry, for no woman will have them 
until they have slain a number of foes. 
The conquest of rivals in this way 
becomes one means of self-exhibition. 
It proves his supremacy. In some 
tribes the youths gather together and 
fight for the belle, and the conqueror 
bears her off as his prie. In the west 
Victorian tribes a -man is allowed to 
carry away another man's wife if he 
can defeat the man in combat. Both 
the husband and the new suitor are en- 
tirely satisfied and the woman takes 
her fate as a matter of course 
In 


New Zealand, when two suitors pre-

strong, courageous, and clever in bat- 
tle and in combat, she gives the cov- 
eted "yes" to the man thit can pull 
her arm the most vigorously. 
Each, 


man takes an arm and they pul! simul- 
taneously. 


In the Arran Islands wheu ihe peo- 


ple of a village see some husbandless 
maiden whom they think ought to be 
married they gather together aLd con- 
fer upon the subject of a suitable con- 
sort for her. When the 
youth 
is 


chosen they serve a notice that she is 
to be "bidden' on the next Sunday 
afier mass. She prepares cider for a 
large party and the vulage en masse 


j gamers at her home, where a sling con- 
test is held. The champion player be- 
comes her spouse, quite irrespective 
of the previous choice of "the villagers. 


Men like to exhibit theinselves in 


boldness and taking risks or in enter- 
ing upon tests of strength and trials 
of skill. In the Alpine villages every 
man likes to wear the edelweiss in his 
cap because he thus gets a reputation 
among the village beauties for his fear- 
lessness. Richard Coer de Lion voices 
the suitor's love of praise from his 
mistress in Sir Walter's Scott's "Ivon- 
hoe." 


"Joy to the fair, my name unknown, 


each deed and all its praise thine own. 
Let grateful love quell nuiiden shame, 
,and grant aim bliss who brings thee 
fame." 


Personal and physical charms are 


among the pet exhibits of the self-dis- 
playing 
lovelorn lad. 
Everybody 


knows of the famous epoch in a youth's 
life when his eye 
has captured a 


glimpse of some sylph and he forthwith 
applies himself to render his person 
pleasing to the gaze. He is neat, as fas- 
tidious as never before about the 
beauty of his teeth and nails and hair, 
as to the fit of his coat, and the bril- 
liancy of collars and cuffs. He watches 
most impatiently for the first premoni- 
tions of niusiacaios. 


The higher tae culture of a pair of 


sweethearts the more prominently do 
mental displays mingle with the ex- 
hibition of physical fascinations. 
Th<- 


cultured suitors delight either in sim- 
ply showing their power to ehamirg 
woman, or in making a dirwct at Jack 
on her heart. Many men enjoy this s» 
keenly that they play the ganant with 
out any serious love intentions aurt 
ensnare every lady with their bri!- 
liat-ce cf. conver?atioa. The mascu- 
line post-prandial withdrawal to the 
smoking room is explained by Pro- 
fessor Gross as a desire for relaxation 
after the fatigue of mental exertion in 
uisplaying their charms to women -'ur- 
ing*the dinner. 


The stilted ornate styles of love let- 


ters are another form of self-exhibition 
adopted by the suitor who would fain 
win his sweetheart by the power of 
smoothly written- words.

Education's Freaks.

"Five of the leading lawyers in this

Several of 
our most prominent business men be- 
long to the same groap. while among 
physicians, engineers and ministers I 
find that some ofsmy dullest pupils 
are in tae front rank. 


"On the other hand, some of my

From the recent report of the con* 


greesional committee to wnicJa was re- 
ferred the bill to adopt the weights 
and measures of the metric system as 
the standard -weights and measures 
of the United States, are selected the 
following considerations in favor of 
the system: 


The intense commercial rivalry of 


nations warns us to leave nothing un- 
done which may further our own in- 
terests, and there can be no doubt that 
the introduction of the metric -sys- 
tem would greatly facilitate interna- 
tional commercial transactions. With- 
out doubt. Great Britain and Russia 
would follow the initiative of this coun- 
try in this matter. (Report of secre- 
tary of the treasury for 1899). 


The advantages to be gained by the 


adoption of the metric system as com- 
pared with the one in present use are 
far greater than the benefits derived 
from the adoption of a decimal system 
of coinage in place of the English mon- 
etary system. 


Very few persons are familiar with 


the weights and measures common in 
the United Slates. One lias but to re- 
call the tables of our three different 
systems of weights — the apothecary, 
troy and avoirdupois — to Illustrate this 
fact. And while the yard may be stat- 
ed as our standard of length, we find 
in practice various arbitrary multiples 
of the yard and fcot. In addition to 
the ordinary cubic measure we find 
three systems of measuring capacity — 
dry measure, 
liquid measure and 


apothecary's fluid measure. 
An ex- 


amination of the tables of our weights 
and measures discloses the fact that 
there are 64 different ratios used, of 
which 19 are not divisible by 2, and 
that there are IS terms used which 
have two or more meanings. Certain- 
ly, any effort to replace this conglom- 
erate system with a simple logical 
one. similar to our monetary system, 
is worthy of the consideration of con- 
gress. 


The fact that the metric system was 


first adopted by France has given rise 
to ihe custom of referring to it as the 
French system. It is interesting to 
note, however, that one of the first to 
propose a decimal system of weights 
and measures was James Watt, the 
inventor of the steam engine. 
Tae 


adoption of a decimal system of coin- 
age by the United States was one of 
the strongest influences leading to the 
adoption of the metric system by 
France. 


The advantages of the metric sys- 


tem may be briefly stated as its deci- 
mal character throughout, the simple 
relations between the units making it 
possible to derive all others from the 
unit of length, the ease with which it 
is learned and remembered, the sav- 
ing of time and the increased accur- 
acy witli which, computations may be 
made. Estimates made by the depart- 
ment of education and others saow 
that the work of at least two-thirds 
of a year in the life of every child 
would be saved by the adoption of the 
metric arithmetic. 


More than 60 percent of our com- 


merce is now carried on with countries 
using the weights and measures of 
the metric system, and it is evident 
that the commerce of the world must 
soon conform to the metric basis. 


In 1866 congress legalized the me- 


tric system. From that time on it has 
been growing in favor and in practical 
use. 
It is now used by about two- 


third's of the people of the world, Rus- 
sia, 
Great Britain, and the United 


States being the only non-metric coun- 
tries. 


The committee believe that "the 


time has come for the gradual retire- 
ment of our confusing, illogical, irra- 
tional system and the substitution of 
something better. The first step in 
this direction should be tae introduc- 
tion of the metric weights and meas- 
ures Ijto the departments of tine gov- 
ernment. 
The use of tbese weights 


and measures will simplify their work. 
It will familiarize the people with them 
and encourage their application to the 
common affairs of life." 


The great difiiculties -s-hica seem to 


stand in the way of the general adop- 
tion of tihis system have probably been 
overestimated- for its introduction into 
Germany, Austria and other European 
countries was accomplished with, lit- 
tle or no confusion.
